Union building craftsmen in St. 
Louis have been asked to reduce 
their wages one-third, voluntarily, 
for a period of 18 months in an ef- 
fort to stimulate building and per- 
mit their employers to compete 
with open shop contractors. 

The formal request presented to 
the Building Trades Council, an 
organization of 18,000 workers of 
all crafts, by the Associated Build- 
ing Interests, composed of general 
and sub-contractors claiming to 
employ 80 per cent of the union 
building workmen in _ the city. 
reads as follows: 

“Living costs have decreased, 
rents have been reduced, and the 
general public and the property 
owner feel that wages should be 
lowered. In case this is not done, 
the union workmen and the closed 
shop contractor are going to be 
unable to compete with the open 
shop contractor and the nonunion 
workman. The only recourse the 
closed shop contractor will have 
open will be to trade direct with 
his men, and work them as cheap- 
ly as possible, This is an umder- 
hand method, and we hope it will 
not come to pass. 


No Change in Agreements. 


‘In connection witL the sug- 
gested wage reduction, the wage 
scale as written in our present 


agreement is to remain unchanged, 
and the aforesaid reduction will be 
known as a temporary scale. Tem- 
porary wage scales are in effect in 
other cities, and it is our desire to 
preserve the union contractor, and 
the union workman. The contrac- 
tor employing union men is now 
virtually out of business, for he 
cannot compete with the outsider.” 

The Associated Building Interests 
has asked contractors not in ‘ts 
group to join in the movement. In 
discussions with representatives cf 
the unions, the contractors have 
deelared that no craft is to be ex- 
empt from the proposed reduction

The contractors also stressed the 
fact that material prices have been 
reduced appreciably. in some  in- 
stances to a point where material 
dealers report they are operating 
at a loss. The employers do not 
guarantee any immediate stimula- 
tion of business, but, asvsone con- 
tractor explained, “it is just as easy 
to loaf at $1 an hour as at $1.50. 
and the reduction may start the 
ball rolling.’”’ 

Reductions in Other Cities. 

it was explained that wage re- 
ductions had been effected in other 
cities, 20 per cent in Cincinnati, 29 
per cent at Indianapolis, $2 a day 
in Cleveland, $2 a day for carpen- 
ters in Boston and a proposed re- 
duction of 25 per cent in New 
York. According to statistics com 
piled by the National Association of 
Builders’ Exchange. wages of build- 
ing mechanics.in St. Louis are 
among the highest paid, being ex- 
ceeded only in New York and Chi- 
cago. 

The St. Louis record of building 
permits shows that the value of 
construction authorized here de- 
creased from $54,900.000 in 1925 to 
$16,619,809 in 1931. Permits issued 
last month were valuéd at but 
$393.805, as compared with $1,943,- 
275 in January, 1931. Union lead- 
ers place the number of employed 
union craftsmen at this time at 30 
per cent of their membc-ship. while 
contractors say that not more than 
15 per cent are working. 

Union leaders, although declaring 
generally against wage reductions, 
are considering the contractors’ 
proposal, having attended meetings 
called for discussion of the reduc- 
tion. They have not indicated 
when they will give a final answer 
to the suggestion, but an early re- 
ply is anticipated in response to the 
urging of employers that the sub- 
iect be given immediate attention 
ir, the interest of stimulating spring 
building.

MECHANIC KILLED AS BLIMP 
CRASHES IN FORCED LANDING 


Craft Falls at New York After Be-

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—The 
Goodyear blimp Columbia crashed 
in a forced landing on the College 
Point (Queens) causeway today and 
police reported that John Blair, 32 
years old of Rockford, Ill., a me- 
chanic, was killed. There were only 
two occupants of the craft at the 
time it crashed. The pilot, Pres- 
cott Dixon, escaped without injury. 
A passenger was slightly hurt. 

The blimp had been damaged in 
an attempted landing at Holmes 
Airport and apparently Dixon  re- 
leased helium from the bag as the} 
only means of bringing the ship to 
earth. 

The ship was.caught in a down- 
draft. It landed hard and damaged 
its motors. The crew was forced 
to release the helium as the blimp 
floated away from the airport. 


CANADIAN PUBLISHER HELD 
AT SUDBURY, ONT., FOR ARSON

Mason, publisher of the Sudbury 
Star and the North Bay Nugget, 
was arrested today on a charge of 
arson in connection with the burn- 
ing of the Sudbury Transit Co.'s 
headquarters on Sept. 6 with a 
loss of $16,000.

HURLEY IN ANGER 
WALKS OUT OF 
SENATE FEARING 


War Secretary, in Clash on 
Philippine Question, Re- 
fuses to ‘Remain and Be 


Called Liar.’ 


LATER PEACE WITH 
KING IS RESTORED 


Cabinet Officer’s With- 
drawal Is Climax of Heat- 
ed Exchanges With 
Hawes and Cutting. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—A 
heated exchange between Secretary 
Hurley and members,.of the Senate 
Territories Committee, which end- 
ed with the War Department head 
walking angrily from the room /as 
followed quickly today by a peace 
ful understanding. 

Hurley departed abruptly with 


the assertion’ he wolud not remain 
to “be called a liar.’’ He was an- 
gered at a remark made by Senator 
King (Dem.), Utah, that the Secre- 
tary had made “untrue” statements 
while testifying on Philippine inde- 
pendence. 

His voice ringing out angrily as 
he walked to the door, Hurley ac- 
cused the committee of “conducting 
star-chamber “proceedings” and 
“browbeating witnesses.’ 

A little later, however, a meeting 
was arranged in the office of Chair- 
man Bingham (Rep.), Connecticut, 
which resulted in an amicable set- 
tlement of the differences. 

When the hearing opened today 
King began asking Hurley a ques- 
tion. The Secretary’ started tv 
answer before it was finished. “Just 
a minute,” exclaimed King, “you 
try to answer before the question 
is asked.” “You ‘hdve absolutely 


exclaimed Hurley. ccsstepe ioe 


Hurley Leaves Room. 

“I resent what you said as un- 
true, as some of your other state- 
ments have been,” King replied. 
Thereupon the Secretary arose and 
left. 

Previously Senator Cutting had 
told the Secretary that when asked 
“a simple question’’ he had made a 
“stump speech in reply.” 

“If I say anything here that is 
in opposition to you gentlemen,” 
Hurley returned, “it’s a stump 
speech, but what you gentlemen 3ay 
is the height of statesmanfship.”’ 

When the discussion once turned 
upon the stability of conditions in 
the Philippines, King remarked. 
“We're not very stable in the Unit- 
ed States now, economically.” “I 
disagree with these statements 
about the United States being weak 
and off color,” exclaimed Hurley. 
“Let’s be Americans once in a while 
and have faith in our stability.” 

Hurley said the bill sponsored 
jointly by Senators Hawes and Cut- 
ting was characterized by ‘“weak- 
ness” and providing for “tutelage” 
of the Filipino people. Cutting ob- 
jected to these words. , 


Bingham, in announcing settle- 
ment of the incident, said: ‘Secre- 
tary Hurley and Senator King, 
meeting with Senators Pittman 
(Dem.), Nevada, and Hawes 
(Dem.), Missouri, have reached a 
thoroughly amicable understand- 
ing. King said to Secretary Hur- 
ley: 

“TI regret the incident in the com- 
mittee meeting this morning. I had 
no intention whatever of question- 
ing your veracity or impugning 
your integrity. If the record car- 
ries words from me in a form that 
questions or impugns your integrity 
I withdraw them.’ ' 

“Secretary Hurley replied as fol- 
lows: ‘I thank you very much, Sen- 
ator. If I said anything that im- 
pugns your integrity or is deroga- 
tory to you,in any manner I with- 
draw it. I had no intention of re- 
flecting on you and I left the room 
only because I understood you to 
question my veracity.’ 

“In view of what has trken place 
the Secretary has signified Wis en- 
tire willingness to appear before the 
committee if and when desired.” 

Statement to Press. 

After Hurley left the room in 
anger he went to the office of Sen- 
ator Bingham. ‘There he said_ to 
newspaper men: 

“T¢ Senator King had modified 
his remarks to make.them imper- 
sonal I would have returned. But 
I could not remain where a man, 
immune by reason of his mem- 
}bership in the Senate, was permit- 
ted to assail me personally. 

“The proper resentment of his 
language would be an affront to the 
Senate and not to Senator, King.

JAPANESE TO OPEN 
BG DRIVE: IF NEW 
OFFER IS REJECTED

GENERAL ARRIVES 
WITH MORE TROOPS 


Mikado’s Government to 
Fight Case in League As- 
sembly, but Says Only 
Hope Is in Council.

TOKIO, Feb. 13.—Japanese mili- 
tary forces, strengthened by a new 
division of reinforcement troops, 
will open their big drive on the Chi- 
nese at Shanghai next week, it was 
stated in Government circles today, 


unless a new proposal] for the cre-| 


ation of a neutral zone around the 


city and the withdrawal of Chinese 
troops is accepted. 

The proposal will be made to the 
diplomatic representatives of the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France, who are now in Shanghai. 
They will be asked to request the 
Chinese tO withdraw to permit the 
establishment of the neutral zone. 
If they decline to make the re- 
quest, it was said officially, the 
Japanese themselves will demand 
the withdrawal of the’ Chinese with- 
in a stated period. 

The proposal to the Ministers 
will be made by Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Kenkichi Uyeda, commander 
of the military expedition, who now 
is in Shanghai. 

Meantime, a spokesman for the 
Foreign Office said, Japan will re- 
main in the League of Nations, even 
if China’s demand for considera- 
tion of the Chinese-Japanese ques- 
tion is brought before the full As- 
sembly next week, unless Japan is 
“driven out.” Japan will fight 
case, he~ 
cles added the Government did not 
believe the Assembly could do 
much, anyway. The League Coun- 
cil, these sources say, will be like- 
ly to make any ultimate decision. 

Japan is anxious to have the 
Shanghai problem settled by inter- 
national negotiations, the Foreign 
Office spokesman said, the scope 
of which would be limited to 
Shanghai alone, without bringing 
in Manchuria, or touching the 
broader issue of the anti-Japanese 
movement in China. or the boycott 
on Japanese goods. 

Japan also wants the municipal! 
authorities in Shanghai included in 
any such negotiations, he said, in 
order to stress their local nature 
and to divide them from the Man- 
churian issue. 


FIGHTING SUBSIDES 
ON WOOSUNG FRONT 


By the Associated Press. 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 14. (Sunday) 
—Fighting along the Woosung 


front subsided early today but un- 
der cover of darkness the Japanese 
landed troops, tanks, guns and am- 
munition from seven transports 
which moved up. the’ Whangpoo 
River late Saturday night. Some- 
where close to the China coast on 
the way from Japan more trans- 
ports are bringing additional men 
and supplies for the big push 
which Lieutenant-General Ken- 
kichi Uyeda plans to start as quick- 
ly as his men and materials are 
ready. 

Saturday’s fighting was ‘ limited 
to intermittent artillery fire, al- 
though there was one Japanése raid 
late in the afternoon when 15 men 
and a sergeant crossed Woosung 
creek and were beaten off by the 
Chinese defenders. They took one 
captive. 

Through most of the day Woo- 
sung was protected by a blinding 
snowstorm from the Japanese avia- 
tors who nevertheless covered their 
usual patrol, dropping an occasion- 
al bomb. 

Gen. Uyeda, who arrived yester- 
day, said he hoped it would not be 
necessary to increase the scope of 
his operations against Woosung and 
Chapei and that he would not do 
so if the Chinese would agree to 
retire. 

Gen. Uyeda issued a statement to 
the effect that his mission was to 
protect Japanese residents and that 
his work would be ‘“‘completed as 
quickly as possible." 

“IT hope,” said he, “my object 
may be attained by peaceful means, 
avoiding unnecessary hostilities or 
sacrifices. If unfortunately my mis- 
sion is chailenged by Chinese troops 
threatening the International Set- 
tlement I shall be obliged to take 
effective measures to safeguard 
Japanese life and property. I am 
prepared to co-operate with ali the 
Powers concerned in removing un- 
rest from the settlement.” 

In Chinese circles it was expectéd 
that the Japanese commander 
would deliver an ultimatum before 
starting his offensive, but the force

RECEIVERSHIP SOUGHT 
FOR HANDLAN-BUCK CO. 


Three Heirs of Late President of 
Firm Charge Misman- 
agement. 


Suit for a receiver was filed 
against the Handlan-Buck Manu- 
facturing Co., makers of railway 
supplies, in Circuit Court today by 
three of the heirs of Alexander H. 
Handlan, its president, who died in 


1921. 

The petition charges that Mr. 
Handlan’s sons, Alexander, now 
président, and Edward, vice presi- 
dent, have dominated the business 
since his death and have not man- 
aged it properly. The plaintiffs are 
Mrs. Kathryn H. Trautz and Mrs. 
Lillian H. Lemp, daughters of the 
late Mr. Handlan, and Mrs. Kath- 
ryn Buder, daughter of Mrs. Trautz. 

An accounting of more than 
$300,000 is asked of Alexander and 
Edward Handlan on the allegation 
that they drew excessive salaries, 
bonuses and other money, and the 
Court is requested to remove them 
as officers. 

It is alleged that Alexander 
Handlan paid $50,000 in 1928 for a 
warehouse which the company had 
been renting for $6000 a year, then 
sold it to the company for $1560,000¢ 

A surplus of more than $400,000 
of the company’s funds has been 
invested instead of being distrib- 
uted among the stockholders, while 
only one dividend, of 3 per cent, 
has been paid on the Handlan-Buck 
stock sir.ce the brothers have domi- 
nated the company, the petition al- 
leges. - 

Circuit Judge Nortoni issued an 
order to the company to.show cause 
on Feb, 23 why a receiver should 
not be appointed. The company’s 
place of business is at 212 North 
Third street.

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DED GUILTY, 
TELLS lS STORY 


On Witness Stand, Gives 
Details Implicating De- 
fendant and Also Medlock 
and Barcume, Who Are to 
Be Tried Later. 


CASE LIKELY TO _GO 
TO JURY LATE TODAY 


Prosecution Rests, Pre- 
pared to Demand the 
Death Penalty—Defense 
Expects to Take Only 
Three or Four Hours. 


Charles Tucker, one of the ab- 
ductors of Alexander Berg, wealthy 
furrier, today told the story of 
Berg’s four-day captivity in Cir- 
cuit Judge Ossing’s Court, where 


he was the final State’s witness 
against Charles Heuer, former con- 


vict and first of six men to be put — 


on trial for the kidnaping. 

The testimony of Tucker, who 
pleaded guilty of kidnaping for 
ransom in the midst of Heuer’s trial 
yesterday, and was told he would 
be sentenced on March 31, was the 
State’s final link in a carefully fit- 
ted chain of evidence, circumstan- 
tial) and direct, connecting Heuer 
with the crime. On the strength of 
the case it has presented, the State 
will demand the death penalty for 
Heuer on the charge at bar, kid- 
naping for ransom. 

The State closed its case at 3 
o'clock, after the cross-examination 
of Tucker had been concluded and 
Chief of Detectives Kaiser had tes- 
tified briefly as the prosecution's 
final witness. A half hour was 
then granted to defense for prep- 
aration of a demurrer. Previously 
defense counsel had stated they 
would present only three or four 
witnesses so that the case is likely 
to go to the jury Jate tonight. 

Involves Heuer, Two Others. 

Tucker's clear-cut story not only 
connected Heuer directly with the 
kidnaping but also implicated two 
of the other defendants, Edward 
Barcume and Curtis Medlock. 
Tucker named these two as having 
been present in the kidnapers’ flat 
at 65084A ton avenue while 
Berg was bei held pAisoner there. 

Tucker, the first witness at the 
forenoon session, sat composedly 
in the witness chair, a frail man 
with thinning hair, who spoke in a 
high tenuous voice. Frequently he 
had to be cautioned to speak more 
loudly, and once the Court asked 
the spectators in the room to pre- 
serve strict silence,tso the Court 
and jury might catch all the wit- 
ness’ testimony. 

Questioned on Competency. 

After he had testified that he 
was 30 years old, a chauffeur by

HOUSE DROPS IMPEACHMENT 


CHARGES AGAINST MELLON 


Patman Says Secretary's Selection 
as Asnbassador Amounts to 
Presidential Pardon.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The2 
House today approved without de- 
bate the action of its Judiciary 
Committee -in dropping impeach- 


Mellon. 

A minority report was filed by 
Representatives La Guardia (Rep.}, 
New York, and Browning of Ten- 
nessee, Condon of Rhode Island and 
Tarbor of Georgia, Democrats, on 
the impeachment charges which 
were made by Representative Pat- 
man ({(Dem.), Texas. 

The minority said it agreed with 
the majority that Mellon's retire- 
ment from the treasury did nor 
justify further consideration of the 
impeachment charges, since the 
purpose of an ouster suit had been 
accomplished.

The Judiciary Committee held 
hearings on Patman’s charges that 
Mellon had violated statutes pro- 
hibiting the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury from engaging in business. Be- 
fore it reported, Melion’s intention 
of quitting office to become Am- 
bassador to London was announced. 
Patman said the appointment 
amounted virtually to a presiden- 
tial pardon for the Cabinet officer.

WOMAN FOUND ALIVE 
IN MILWAUKEE MORGUE 


Efforts at Resuscitation Fail Whe 
Doctors Arrive to Make 
Autopsy.

Investigations were started by of- 
ficials today into charges that Cor- 
oner’s assistants carried a 
woman to the county morgue, 
where she died several hours later, 
despite last-minute efforts to save 
her life.

Police Surgeon David Mehigan, 
who was assigned to examine the 
body and arrived after it was taken 
away, said that on authority from 
the Police Headquarters the body 
had been turned over te the Coro- 
ner. Chief Lauhenheimer later an- 
nounced the suspension of Dr. 
Mehigan, pending charges of ne- 
glect of duty. 

Mrs. Falk, mother of two chil- 
dren, was found apparently dead 
yesterday morning beside a small 
pond near her home. Falk, a paint- 
er, said she had been distracted by 
the illness of their 4-year-old son 
and probably wandered away in her 
sleep. 

About five hours after the Coro- 
ner’s men transferred the woman 
to the morgue, believing her dead,

went there to perform an autopsy 
and detected signs of life.

Cross-Examination of Tucker. 

On cross-examination Tucker tes- 
tified he was arrested on Nov. 11 
in a grocery on North Ninth street 
owned by Medlock’s brother. He 
was questioned at once by the po- 
lice and Assistant Circuit Atterney 
Lennon, and when the examination 
was completed, after two hours, his 
statement was put in writing by a 
police stenographer and he signed 
it. 

Lacy showed in cross-examina- 
tion“that Tucker, held in city jail 
after his indictment, was removed 
two weeks ago and lodged in a 
room at police headquarters, more 
comfortable quarters than a cell, 
although he declared he received 
jail foed, except for the delicacies 
brought to him twice a week by his 
family. 

For testifying in the ease he ad- 
mitted he expected “better treat- 
ment,” but he declared he had no 
idea what sentence the Court would 
impose on him. He declared the 
police and Circuit Attorney had 
given him no advice as to his tes- 
timony except to tell the truth. 

Lacy then took the witness over 
the story he had told on direct ex- 
amination. Tucker repeated the 
details of his testimony without va- 
riation, except that at one point he 
became slightly confused about the 
time of day at which events had 
occurred. At the noon recess he 
was still on the stand. 

The cross-examination continued 
for 35 minutes of the afternoon 
session. During this phase of the 
questioning Lacy brought out the 
statement that Barcume was with 
Heuer when Tucker was invited to 
become one of Berg’s guards. 

Under questioning, the witness 
said he was in bed at the fish deal- 
ers’ headquarters when the pair 


called for him.

As he left the 
stand the State rested.

The police who had been kept 
advised of the progress of the kid- 
napers’ negotiations by Levinson 
and Joh» T. Rogers, Post-Dispatch 
reporter, installed a dictograph in 
Levinson’s office prior to Richards’ 
arrival there.

| half a year the Government should take ali of it away 
from them by taxation. / 
Mr. McAdoo justifies the policy of the Government 
in seeking to collect income taxes from bootleggers. 
It is not a pretty business for the Government to be 
in, but it is nevertheless in it. It is even suing boot- 
leggers for income taxes, and, as in the case of Al 
Capone, imprisoning them because they have not 
paid. It would be immensely more wholesome if we 
did not have national prohibition and the Federal 
Treasury recovered the approximately $500,000,000 
a year which it formerly collected in liquor taxes. In 
1919, the last year these taxes were collected, they 
actually amounted to $483,050,854.- The Government 
would not only get more revenue from liquor in that 
way, but it would not be guilty of such a contradic 
tion. To outlaw an industry, and then to tax it be 
cause it cannot be suppressed, is an absurdity which 
renders government ridiculous in the sight of men. 
Mr. McAdoo is a prohibitionist, and he is capable 
of that blandness with which most prohibitionists 
discuss this phase of prohibition. He says that 
“those who argue that the Government should not 
tax unlawful business fail to realize that if incomes 
from illicit operations are permitted to escape taxa- 
tion, while incomes from lawful operations are not, 
the criminal is rewarded and the honest man is pun- 
ished.” That is true, but it does not absolve the 
Government from virtual partnership with the liquor 
traffic. We were told that it was unworthy of the 
Government to be in partnership with the liquor traf- 
fic under the excise system, but under prohibition 
we see it engaged in exactly the same relationship 
under far less honorable conditions. 
The Post-Dispatch recently showed that prohibition 
has cost the Government in 12 years approximately 
$5,610,000,000, or one-third of the national debt. The 
liquor taxes collected in 1919 would have paid half 
of the country’s huge deficit for 1931. The entire 
income tax paid last year was less than might have 
been derived from liquor taxes. We indict all those 
whose raids upon the public treasury have brought 
a deficit upon that institution, but we are far from 
realizing the part that prohibition has played in re- 
ducing the Treasury surplus to a deficit. This eco- 
nomic side of prohibition cannot fail to impress the 
country as it becomes better understood. We cannot 
in another generation repair the damage that pro- 
hibition has done to the public morals. It will be 
years before politics can redeem itself from the 
hypocrisies and insincerities into which it was 
plunged by this ill-starred reform. But we can, if 
we will, restore to the Government the enormous 
revenues of which it was deprived by prohibition 


The relation of national prohibition to the prospec- 
tive two-billion-doNar deficit in the United. States 
Treasury has aroused William G. McAdoo, former 
Secretary of the Treasury, who insists that if it 
is true that bootleggers are making a billion and a 


burlesque actresses, to describe their proportions 
mildly, in retrospect excite amusement and, in fact, 
are parodied in all the, sophisticated magazines of 
today. The fiction could hardly shock ‘us of the 
post-Freud era, who have read Ernest Hemingway, 
D. H. Lawrence and Sherwood Anderson. But the 
Police Gazette suited perfectly the good old barber 
shop atmosphere, and it is with difficulty that we 
suppress a tear at the passing of both. 
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A HISTORIAN’S ESTIMATE OF HARDING. 
Volume 8 of the Dictionary of American Biography, 
4ust issued under authority of the American Council 
of Learned Societies, contains a biographical sketch 
of Warren G. Harding, which merits the attention 
of those interested in a fair assessment of the man. 
The writer is Allen Nevins of Columbia University, 
a well known historian. As the impersonal writer of a 
reference article for record, Mr. Nevins states the 
facts and uses those facts for the basis of evaluation. 

The group which decided to name Harding for the 
presidency so mistrusted him that it called him in 
to declaré he knew of no reason why he should not 
be nominated. The choice disappointed important 
Republican organs. His campaign neither impressed 
nor offended people. It was a time which, as Sen- 
ator Brandegee said, did not require “first-raters.” 

On the credit side, Mr. Nevins finds Harding’s ap- 
pointment of Houghton as Ambassador to Germany a 
happy selection, and describes the Washington con- 
ference on the international limitation of navies as 
the one outstanding achievement of his administra- 
tion. Guided by Hughes in foreign relations, by Mel- 
lon in fiscal matters and by Hoover in domestic af- 
fairs, Harding, says the biographer, failed to display 
vigorous leadership and surrounded htmself with the 
least intellectual of the Senators. “His worst single 
error,” he says, “was his failure to guard the public 
domain in the West from the marauders who wished 
to use it and who acted through Secretary Fall.” The 
disglosures which followed Harding’s unconstitutional 
transfer of the oil reserves are characterized as show- 
ing “a looseness and dishonesty which paralleled those 
of the era just after the Civil War.” * 

As to how conscious Harding was of the “evils 
boiling beneath the surface of his administration,” 
the historian thinks the “assessable evidence indi- 
cates that till near the end he was ignorant of a 
large part of the corruption surrounding him, and 
was stunned and perplexed when he discovered its 
proportions.” Even should this be true, Mr. Nevins 
says, Harding’s “responsibility for his appointments, 
for the general tone which he gave his administra- 
tion and for such errors as the approval of the trans- 
fer of oil reserves, cannot be palliated.” 

In a noteworthy summary, Mr. Nevins writes: 

In the first years after his death, his name was 
so clouded that few would honor or defend it. 
Yet it must be recognized that a heavy responsi- 


bility for his record falls upon the party and na- 
tion which elected a man of moderate abilities, 


and stop its dishonorable efforts to replace those rev- | 
enues by such devious artifices as collecting income | 
taxes from outlaws. | 
The whole prohibition situation in the United | 
States is such a mess as the country has not hitherto | 
experienced. The Government's plight is scarcely | 
worse than that of the states and cities. Almost 
every one of the states and cities is in debt, and al- 
most every one of them is trying t® raise money by 
extraordinary means. The excise taxes that most of 
them formerly enjoyed would help in ‘these times, 
but only the Government is sufficiently unabashed 
to go out and try to collect taxes from the liquor 
traffic. The city of St. Louis furnishes an excellent 
example. There are 1500 saloons in the city, accord- 
ing to.a count recently made Vy a former head of 
the local Federal prohibition unit. The city enjoyed 
before prohibition an income of approximately $1,- 
000,000 a year from excises. Now it gets nothing. It 
still has the saloons, but not even the temerarious 
Comptroller Nolte can make them pay revenue to the 
city. This notwithstanding the dire need for relief 
funds, the hue and cry about nuisance taxes, and the 
certainty that the saloon business is one of the big- 
gest money makers in town.

The trial of Mrs. Ruth Judd at Phoenix, Ariz., de- 
veloped another “battle of the alienists” such as 
has marked many of our notorious trials. As in the 
Thaw case, the Leopold-Loeb trial, the Remus case 
and many another, each side had its alienists, con- 
tending respectively that the woman on trial for a 
grewsome murder was insane and that she was sane. 
So befuddled did the jury become that it refused to 
consider the possibility of insanity, omitted this fac- 
tor from its deliberations and speedily returned a 
verdict of guilty, with the death penalty. 

Both the incomplete development of psychiatry as 
an exact science and the limitations of criminal pro- 
cedure are responsible for the contradictions ex- 
pressed by experts thus arrayed, for pay, against one 
another. This important field of criminology is dis- 
credited by such disagreements, and its progress is 
lost sight of. Nor does the question-and-answer meth- 
od of eliciting facts, followed by cross-examination, 
permit the alienist to present his findings in the 
methodical, well-rounded form he would use in pri- 
vate consultation. Further, the jury is too often con- 
fused by the technical language of these witnesses. 

The best means of using psychiatry in criminal] cases 
would be through appointment by the Judge of a 
group of experts, allied with neither side, but re- 
porting directly to court and jury. The mental 
aspects of crime are of great significance, but the 
present status of affairs does not permit their fullest 
consideration. There must be advances both in psy- 
chiatry and in court practice before such spectacles 
as the alienists’ wrangles at this and other trials be- 
come obsolete. 7 
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IN DARKEST KENTUCKY. 

European war zones were never more difficult of 
access to correspondents than the troubled Kentucky 
mine fields are today. Stanley had a hard time pen- 
etrating the heart of darkest Africa, but when he 
got there the tribesmen permitted him to stay as 
long as he liked. In the wall of secrecy and in the 
sufferings that occur there, the Kentucky mine fields 
resemble both the war areas and the dark continent. 
The latest outburst from that quarter is the treat- 
ment given a party of 12 persons, including 11 writ- 
ers, some of them nationally known, who dared to 
visit the strike region and were summarily hastened 
to the State line, with orders not to return. Visiting 
writers previously had been beaten, jailed, barred 
from courtrooms and expelled. Theodore Dreiser 
and John Dos Passos now are under indictment there 
for criminal syndicalism. 

Kentucky’s version of old-time Southern hospi- 
tality is nothing short of unofficial military censor- 
ship and martial law. Whatever the authorities there 
have to hide becomes worse in the public mind from 
these rough tactics of concealment. If such sound 
commentators as Waldo Frank, Mary Heaton Vorse, 
Maicolm Cowley ahd Edmund Wilson cannot be trust- 
ed to visit the mine regions, then affairs there must 
be in a bad way. Their party had taken food into 
the area, and every report over the last few months 
has shown how badly that was needed. The State 
can take care of its troubles, said the officers who 
escorted the group to the Tennessee line. But it 
will take far more than driving out ‘ isitors to feed 
she starving mine families and end the killings in 
the strike zone. 
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“WHO SENT YOU AROUND, SONNY?” 
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Making History of Lynching 


Denying that lynching is “a defense of womanhood or of anything else,” Southern 
woman's group is leading effective fight on the evil; records show assaults on 
women cause only a minority of cases; total of mob murders falling, while greater 
number is frustrated; lynchers are not “Southern gentlemen,” but lawless fringe.

OUTHERN women, aroused and organ- 
S ized, have taken up the challenge of mob 

violence and have stripped from the 
lyncher his mask as guardian of the chas- 
tity of womanhood. ‘The protest took form 
in November, 1930, at a meeting of white 
women from eight Southern states called 
by Jessie Daniel Ames, director of women’s 
work of the Committee on International 
Co-Operation. In little more than a year it 
has gained a force and volume that is hay- 
ing wide reverberations. From this meeting 
was broadcast a significant statement: 

“We are profoundly convinced that lynch- 
ing is not a defense of womanhood or of 
anything else, But rather a menace to pri- 
vate and public safety ahd a deadly blow 
to our most sacred institution. Instead of 
déterring irresponsible and criminal classes 
from further crime, as is argued, lynching 
tends inevitably to destroy all respect for 
law and order. It represents the compléte 
breakdown of government and the triumph 
of anarchy. It brutalizes children who fre- 
quently witness its orgies and particularly 
the youth who are usually conspicuous par- 
ticipants. 

“In its indiscriminate haste for revenge, 
the mob sometimes takes the lives of inno- 
cent persons and often inflicts death for 
minor offenses. It brings contempt upon 
America as the only country where such 
crimes occur, discredits our civilization and 
discounts the Christian religion around the 
globe. We would call attention to the fact 
that lynching is not alone the crime of ig- 
norant and irresponsible mobs, but that 
every citizen who condones it even by his 
silence must accept a share of its guilt. 

“We therefore call upon ‘ull our public 
officials to use every power at their dis- 
posal to protect from mob anarchv the laws 
they are sworn to defend; upon our re- 
ligious leaders to cry aloud against this 
crime until it ceases to exist; upen parents 
and teachers to train up a generation inca- 
pable of such relapses into barbarism.” 


The statement carried into every city and 
town, highway and byway of the South, It 
was strongly supported by the press. In- 
fluential groups of women took it up. State 
associations were formed. All sorts of or- 
ganized bodies joined in the protest. When 
the second conference of the Association of 
Southern Women for the Prevention of 


| Lynching was held in Atlanta in 1981, the 


whole movement had gained breadth and 
authority. It was apparent that Southern 
women meant it when they said that 
“lynching is not a defense of womanhood 
or of anything else.” 

The flare-up of mob violence in 1930 un- 
doubtedly stimulated the women’s protest 
and gave force to their propaganda. Ac- 
cording to Tuskegee Institute, 21 lynchings 
occurred that year, 11 more than-in 1929, 
10 more than in 1928. All, except two in 
Indiana, were chargeable to the Southern 
states. Even North Carolina, which for nine 
years had boasted a clear record, slipped 
back into the lynching belt when an Edge- 
comb County Negro was strung up. : 

In 1931, Tuskegee reports 13 persons 
lynched, 12 of them Negroes, 16 of them in 
the hands of the law when the mobs seized 
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them. Five were charged with murder, five 
with attempted rape and three with assault- 
ing white men. Three of the outrages oc- 
curred in Mississippi, two each in Florida 
and West Virginia and one each in Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Maryland, Missouri, North 
Dakota and Tennessee. In the past nine 
years, every state in the South has had ene 
or more lynchings. North Carolina has had 
one, Mississippi 49. Of 224 instances of mob 
violence in the country during that period, 
216 occurred in the South. 

Although lynchings. are popularly sup- 
posed to result from outraged public feeling 
following a criminal assault upon a white 
woman, Southern women deny this in a ma- 
jority of cases, and marshal facta to prove 
their position. Out of 224 lynchings of the 
past nine years, only 70 of the victims were 
accused of rape or attempted rape. Seventy- 
seven were accused of murder. In at least 
20 cases, no definite accusation appeared. 
In other cases accusations ranged from “not 
knowing his place” to “improper conduct 
and insulting language,” from “acting as a 
witness against two white men charged with 
crime” to “insisting on eating in a restau- 
rant when refused service.” All the of- 
fenses charged were far removed from what 
tradition says was the original lynching of- 
fense, horse stealing. 


Figures compiled by Tuskegee Institute 
dating back to 1885 show that 4203 persons 
were lynched between that year and 1924. 
Yearly totals have steadily declined, with 
the number of white victims decreasing 
more rapidly than the number of Negro vic- 
tims. North Carolina, for instance, has not 
lynched a white man since 1906, although 
21 lynchings have occurred within its poun-+ 
daries, In 1914, the records show 52 lynch- 
ings and 17 instances in which mobs were 
frustrated. Ten years later there werg 16 
lynchings and 45 preventions. 

Lynchings have become 80 associated with 
the South that other sections of the coun- 
try have come to think that hot-headed 
Southern gentlemen’ seize shotguns and rope 
whenever they hear a rumor of a crime. As 
@ matter of fact, it is not the gentlemen, 
hot-headed or otherwise, who figure in 
mobs. Mobs, whenever their members are 
identified, are usually found to be the rab- 
ble, the lawless fringe which is a thorn in 
the flesh of the community at all times. 

No one will deny that it takes courage for 
Southern women to strip the “defense of 
womanhood” mask from lynching and to 
take as their goal the prevention of the 


whole horrible business. But they are go- | 


ing at it with determination. They are mo- 
bilizing their forces in an orderly way to 
create public opinion to outlaw this outlaw- 
ry. Each state unit must carry on an ac- 


tive and aggressive propaganda, must inject 
speakers into every possible meeting, must 


make active efforts to bring to justice per- 
sons involved in the perpetration of e lynch- 
ing. The Committee on Interracial Co-Op- 
eration is strongly behind them. Lynchings, 
say Southern women, must become a matter 
of history, not news. .

‘Muncie (Ind.) Newspaper 
Owner Former Secretary of 
Vice President Fairbanks.

MUNCIE, Ind.. Feb. 13.—George 
B. Lockwood, publisher of the Mun- 
cie Evening Press, died here last 
night. He was 59 years old. He 
suffered a heart attack Sunday. 


Lockwood had held important 
posts in the Republican party. He 
was secretary of the National Com- 
mittee, 1922 to 1924, and prior to 
that time had been prominent in 
party affairs in Indiana; he also 
was secretary to Vice President 
Fairbanks, 1904 to 1908. He re- 
sided in Washington for several 
years, but returned to Indiana about 
two years ago. He never held an 
elective office. 

Lockwood was born at Forest, 
Ill. After graduation from Depauw 
University in 1894 he became one 
of the founders and the first editor 
of the Terre Haute Evening Trib- 
une. In 1896 he disposed of his 
interest and became -secretary to 
Col. George W. Steele, member of 
Congress from the Eleventh Indiana 
District. 

In 1907 he obtained a majority 
interest in the Marion (Ind.) Efe- 
ning Chronicle, of which he re- 
mained editor and publisher until 
1913. In 1912 he had ,acquired 
the Muncie Evening Press and he 
was president and principal owner 
of this paper at the time of his 
death. 

In 1913 he established at Muncie 
the Indiana State Journal, which 
later became the National Repub- 
lican.

SCHUMANN CONCERTO 


Detroit Conductor and Pianist 
Is Soloist With St. Louis 
Orchestra. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

SSIP GABRILOWITSCH,.~ the 
() aistinsuished, conductor of the 

Detroit Symphony Orchestra, 
Played the A Minor piano concer- 
to by Robert Schumann at yester- 
day afternoon’s concert given by 
the St. Louis Symphony orchestra. 
The subscribers who were kept 
away from the Odeon by the de- 
moralization of an incipient Spring 
were more than replaced by the 
particular admirers of Mr. Gabrilo- 
witsch whose waving mane and 
pre-war standing collar have long 
been the hallmarks of a_i refined 
and sensitive art of the piano. 

Under his gentle ministrations 
the Schumann concérto came to 
life as a late summer idyll or rath- 
er as the remembrance of such an 
idyll. By means of an unfailingly 
delicate touch, subtle inflections, 
supple lines and by re-inforcing his 
accents with characteristic frac- 
tional dislocations in time, he in- 
vested the whole work with an ir- 
resistible poignancy. Even the live- 
lier parts were never so exuberant 
as to free themselves entfrely from 
& stggestion of the sadness of 
things. 

Unquestionably it was an affect- 
ing performance and the outburst 
of applause that came on the heels 
of the concluding chord was  evi- 
dence of an almost unanimously 
felt enchantment. j 

Under the circumstances one 
confesses to a modified rapture 
with considerable reluctance. In the 
interest of a completed — record, 
however, I can only say that Mr. 
Gabrilowitsch’s interpretation would 
have seemed more faithful to the 
composer's intention if it had run 
to stronger contrasts. The opening 
of the third movement, for in- 
stance, certainly e@alls for some- 
thing more than the tentative expo- 
sition given it by Mr. Gabrilowitsch. 
The intermezzo, with its perfumed 
revery, is over and the protagonist 
is transported once more irito the 
field of action. 

Dynamic indications are relative 
and one man’s forte is another 
man's whisper, but the jubilant na- 
ture of the music at that particular 
point cannot be aafely denied.

DISARM UNLESS 
PACTS ARE: UPHELD 


1¥en at ‘Geneva Declares 


Success or Failure of Con- 
ference Depends on Out- 
come in Far East. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Feb. 13.—Dr. W. W. 
Yen, Chinese delegate, told to the 
disarmament conference this morn- 
ing that success or failure of the 
parley depended on the outcome of 
the conflict between China and 
Japan in the Far East. 

If the covenant of the League 
and the Kellogg pact are permitted 
to crumble to pieces over the Chi- 
nese-Japanese situation the confer- 
ence will fail, he said.. ‘“The out- 
come ot the present struggle to 
ward off external agression in the 
most virulent form must inevitably 
and largely determine the arma- 
ment policy which the Chinese na- 
tion will pursue.” 

Explains China’s Position. 

Dr.: Yen’ dealt more with the 
Far Eastern situation than with 
disarmament., “My country and 
my people,” he said “are not seek- 
in pity or soliciting the armed help 
of ether nations in. our hour of 
trial, byt we do demand that the 
nations that have affixed their sig- 
natures to these solemn _  instru- 
ments fulfill the obligations to 
which they have subscribed. We 
do appeal to you,to rally around 
the covenant and the Kellogg- 
Briand pact, for only by go doing 
can. you make the work of disarm- 
ament real and permanent.” 

If, he gaid, the covenant and the 
Kellogg pact prove to be bulwarks 
of peace and international justice 
on which law-abiding nations can 
rely for safety during an arma- 
ments truce, the disarmament con- 
ference will mark a long step for- 
ward in the organization of peace. 

“But if, by some unhappy mis- 
chance,” he added, “these bul- 
warks should crumble, the Chinese 
people and the Chinese Govern- 
ment would be regretfuy com- 
pelled to put above all other na- 
tional tasks the building up of a 
national defense strong enough to 
seoure respect and preserve against 
external ageression the territorial 
integrity and political independence 
of China, 

“Ladies and gentlemen, what are 
you going to do about it?” 

Canadian Delegate Speaks. 

Sir George Perley, Canadian ,del- 
egate, told the conference that 
Canada would support “any and 
every constructive proposal for lim- 
itation and reduction of arma- 
ments.”

Count *Albert Apponyi, 84-year- 
old delegate from Hungary, de- 
manded universal application of 
article VIII of the League of Na- 
tions covenant proclaiming the 
equal right of all nations to the 
minimum armaments consistent 
with nationai safety. He asked for 
a reduction of standing armies and 
war materials and the abolition of 
offensive weapons and airplanes. 

If disarmament can be reached 
only by stages, he said, these stages

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MEXICO SUSPENDS F 
OL EXPLOITATION PERMITS 


rresiden tial Decree Issued to Per- 
' mit Study of the Existing 


-By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 13.Jresi- 
derit Pascual Ortiz Rubio has an- 
nounced a presidential decree 
which, suspends at once and until 
further notice the giving of Gov- 
ernment permits for the exploita- 
tion of petroleum throughout Mex- 
ico. The decree was issued “for 
the public good,” the President 
stated. 

It also orders the Devastsncnt of 
Industry to proceed at once to 
study all existing petroleum per- 
mits in order to make recommen- 
dations on what fixed basis future 
permits will be issued. 

The decree, regarded as extreme- 
ly important, has the effect of 
halting forthwith until further no- 
tice all petroleum exploitation in 
Mexico which is not now in process, 
or for which permits have not been 
granted. It does not, however af- 


fect production or exploitation for! 


which permits already have been 
granted. — 

The decree said there was at 
present a great lack of uniformity 
in the exploitation of the national 
petroleum reserves and that this 
“anarchy’ was highly prejudicial 
to the public interest.
